2. Chairman's Remarks

Music, Theatre, Cinema, Art Education, Art History, Printmaking, 
Painting and Drawing, Sculpture/Ceramics/Fibres and a 
Department of Design/Graphic Design 
As yet the Photography area must still decide whether it will become a part 
of the Cinema Department or remain independent within the Studio area. 


Dance will remain independent with a Co-ordinator as Head.

A proposed new composition for membership to Fine Arts Faculty Council 
was put forward to members which reflected the new faculty structure. It 
was suggested by Prof. Sanderson that provision should be made on the 
appointed members list for the Faculty Graduate Programme Committee Chatrman.

Prof. R. Parker advised Council that the Art History Section, 
after further discussion had withdrawn its objections to the offering of 
photo history courses within the Specialization in Photography. The Section 
might in the future wish to offer a course with a strong historical content 
dealing with photography and it reserved the right to do so.

Asst. Prof. R. Parker put forward a proposal dealing with the 
composition and procedures for the Committee dealing with Faculty Appeals.
